The U.S. commitment allowed 
Israel to agree to evacuate the Sinal 
airfields aa part of the Israel- 
Egyptian agreements reached at 
Camp David, he added. 

Senior U.S. officials, at a briefing 
here later in the day, confirmed that 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter had 
accepted this undertaking — with 
the stipulation that the U.S. 
Congress go along with it — to win 
Israel's approval to evacuate three 
major air bases In Sinai as part of an 
eventua) tota) withdrawal from the 
Sinai. 

Begin said that Israe} would not 
leave the Sinai bases near El-Arish, 
Eilat. and Sharm e-Sheikh until the 
new airfields in the Negev had been 
completed. The prime minister told 
Israeli reporters at the press con- 
ference that the two new bases would 
meet Israel's security requirements 
and that, ‘from the strict strategic 
Standpoint." Israel would not suffer, 

Begin said that the first Israeli 
withdrawl from Sinai would bring 
Israeli forces to a line extending 
trom ἘΠ Arish to Ras Mohammed. 

The three air bases will not be 
handed over to Egyptian civilian 
contro! until the completion of the se- 
cond and final Israel! withdrawal 


from Sinai, which, according to the” 


agreement annaunced on Sunday, 
will not come Into effect for another 
two or three years. Presumably, the 
U.S. will begin to build the air bases 
for Israel in the Negev during this 
period. : 

Begin, apparently recognizing that 
some extreme right-wing elements 
in Israel might accuse him of having 
abandoned earlier positions during 
the marathon negotiations, denied 


that he had committed Israel to 
eventual withdrawal! from all of the 
West Bank and the Gazz Strip.

Egypt's news media yesterday 
adopted a defensive stand in obvious 
efforts to sell the Camp David 
agreements to the Egyptian public 
as well as throughout the Parab 
world. 

The state-controlled newspapers 
used banner headlines to report the 
peace documents signed at the White 
House, but interpreted some of the 
key points differently than they were 
announced in Washington. Radio 
stations broadcast recordings of 
what was actually said — in English 
— by the signatories of the pacts. 

Neither the newspapers nor radios 
mentioned the Washington reports 
about the resignation of Foreign 
Minister Mohammed [brahim 
Kamel in protest against the 
agreements because of lent. 
Anwar Sadat's deviation from his 
basic positions. 

The reports, which at first were 
denied in Washington by Egyptian 
spokesman Dr. Morsi Saad Eddin, 
were later confirmed by Sadat wha 
said that Kamel had indeed sub- 
mitted his resignation. The Egyptian 
ambassador to Washington, Ashraf 
Ghorbal, and Ahmed Maher, a 
senior legal advisor at the Foreign 
Ministry who accompanied Sadat to 
Washington. were aiso reported to 
have quit their posts. 

The Camp David accords were 
seen by observers as likely to trigger 
a power struggle within Egypt. 
between two camps — the Arab- 
oriented and the one which tends to 
“Egyptianize” the issues the coun- 
try faces. The former camp, accor- 
ding to the observers, will be 
neutralized once Egypt's current 
peace moves are taken.up by other 
Arab parties such as Jordan or the 
representatives of the Palestinian 
Arabs in the West Bauk and Gaza. 

Egypt's newspapers yesterday 
tried to head off any impression that 
Sadat had agreed to a separate 
peace with Israel or had com-

Prime Minister Menahem Begin is 
not expected to have any difficulty 
getting a Knesset majority for the 
accords he signed in the U.S. on Sun- 
day night, even though he announced 
that the Likud will not impose fac- 
tion discipline and every MK can 
vote in accordance with his con- 
science. 

Begin will report to the cabinet 
next Sunday on the summit accords. 
A special Knesset session has been 
scheduled for next Monday. Another 
special session, to be held the follow- 
ing week, will be devoted exclusively 
to a debate and vote on the removal 
of the Sinat settlements. 


The strongest opposition from 
Knesset members to the accords was 
expressed yesterday by a member of 
Begin’s Herut party, Geula Cohen, 
who declared no-confidence in the 
prime minister, and called for new 
elections. 

But even she did not estimate her 
support in the Knesset at more than 
10. She may be right in counting on 
two or three from Herut and one 
from La’am, but ‘three or four’’ 
from the National Religious Party 
sounds like wishful thinking. It is 
doubtful whether any NRP member, 
other than Haim Druckman, will op- 

the agreements. 

No trouble is expected from Yigael 
Yadin's seven-man Democratic 
Front or from Agudat Yisrael. 

. What makes Begin's job in the 


Knesset relatively easy — and it is 
probably this knowledge that enabl- 
ed the prime minister to make the 
“free vote’’ gesture — is that the 
overwhelming majority of the op- 
position is with him on the pacts. 
‘This cancels out several times over 
the half dozen or 50 probable defec- 
tors from the coalition. 

In the ent, such hawks as 
Shoshana Arbelii and Amos Hadar 
may vote against the accords; but 
the faction as a whole, after faulting 
Begin for months for his “rigidity,”” 
has little choice but to go along with 
bim. 

‘The new seven-man Shai party,” 
headed by Amnon Rabdinstein and 

Meir Amit, will certainly support the 
agreements. Amit yesterday 
Begin, and Shmuel Toledano said 
that if he had thought Begin capable 
of agreeing to such documents, he 
would not have pressed for the 
breakup of the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change (DMC). . 

The two-man Shelli faction and 


‘Shulamit Aloni yesterday announced 


their support of the Camp David out- 
come, and so did Meir Wilner of the 
(Communist) Demecratic Front. 
The front, however, criticized the 
results for uot dealing sufficiently 
with the Palestinian problem.

Never before in 
the history of Zionist settlement had 
we voluntarily given up settlements, 
he said. That is not peace. 

Dr. Zerah Warhaftig said that the 
people was yearning for peace, and 
that nothing should be done to in- 
terfere with the peace process. 
Pinhas Scheinman spoke in a similar 
vein. 

Dr. Yehuda Ben-Meir’ called the 
removal of the Rafiah settlements 
the Achilles heel of the agreement. 
That appeared to be a very heavy 
price to pay, he safd, but the 
prospect of peace is a weighty point 
to consider.

Police belfeve he 
allled himself but have not released 
details. 

A 58-year-old Jerusalem woman 


was found dead ‘in her home’ early 
yesterday morning after taking an 
overdose of drugs. She left a suicide 
note which reportedly said she was 
severely depressed, 

An Arab man from East 
Jerusalem attempted to set himself 
on fire. He was taken to Al-Makasid 
Hospital yesterday morning. His 
condition was described as serious, 
but there was no danger to his life. 
The motive for his suicide attempt 
was not clear. 

A woman patfent in the Exzrat 
Nashim mental health centre tried to 
commit auicide by leaping out of a: 
fourth-floor window from a bullding 
on Rehov Daniel in Jerusalem. Sho 
was taken to Shaare Zedek Hospital 
in serious condition, 

Police had no explanation for the 
sudden increase in the suicide rate In 
Jerusalem.

Vorster decision to resign 
may be announced today 


PRETORIA (Reuter). — Alling 
Premier John Vorster arrived in 
Pretoria yesterday for a cabinet 
meeting at which he was expected to 


announce whether he would resign. 


after 12 yeara in office. 

The 62-year-old South African 
leader was greeted by cabinet 
colleagues on his return from Cape 
Tovun, where he spert eight days in 
hospital and 10 days cosvalescing 
from exhaustion and bronchitls. He 
looked hunched and drawn. 

Informed sources in the ruling 
National Party sald Vorster had in- 
dieated he would tell the cabinet to- 
day whether he felt able to go on. 

Vorster apparently suffers from 
diabetes and low blood pressure and 
risks a major health setback if he 
continues in politics. 

One alternative could be for him to 
take over the largely ceremonial) and 
vacant presidency. But under 4 
proposed new constitution envisaged 
for the early 1980s, the state preal- 
dent will In future assume an all- 
powerful executive rale.

almost certainly result in an ul- 
timate change of direction for a 
fovernment beset by enemies 
abroad ang at home because of its 
race polictes.

Nicaragua troops mopping up 
rebel resistance in Esteli 


MANAGUA (AP). — National Guard 
troops continued to attack Esteli 
from two directions yesterday. mop- 
ping up the last pockets of resistance 
despite hard fighting by Sandinista 
guerrillas. 

The troops were reported to be 
entering Esteli from the north and 
south along the Pan American 
highway. Newsmen were stopped at 
a National Guard checkpoint 5 km. 
outside town and not allowed to 
enter. 

There were reports of continued 
sniper fire from Chinandega, which 
the National Guard said it recap- 
tured from rebe) hands on Sunday. 
There were also reports of oc- 
casional guerriUa mortar fire on 
Penas Blancas in the south. but no 
heavy guerrilla attack. 

Guerrillas withdrew from the 
Penas Blancas area into Costa Rica 
on Sunday after fighting for nine 
hours in a futile attempt to capture 
the key border outpost.

Painting 
a new 
image 

of Mao

HONGEONG. — When the powerful 


Chinese general was called to Mao 
Tse-tung's vacation home in 


Hangchow that summer of 1955, he 
found the Chairman worried and 
preoccupied. 

“What's to be done if revisionism 
emerges in the central authorities?" 
Mao asked. The general: said he'd 
march on Peking to stop it. 

The chairman smiled. “That will 
he too late." he said. 

Exactly two years after Mao's 
death, and a decade after his last 
great effort to leave his 
philosophical stamp on China, it does 
seem too late to save some of the 
uses the great revolutionary held 

ar. 

But Mao's legend remains, whittl- 
ed and twisted to suit his more 
practical-minded successors, but 
still unblemished by the sort of in- 
dignities heaped on other deceased 
revolutionaries like Stalin, Cromwell 
and Robesplerre. Mao’s thought, in 
its many contradictory forms, is still 
eilted. It lends legitimacy to, but may 
create future trouble for, a new, in- 
tensely competitive post-Mao socie- 
ty that has gone against the grain of 
some of the Chairman's strong 
egalitarian notions. 

Since the lightning purges that 
closely followed Mao's death on 
September 9. 1976, only the late 
Chairman’s more pragmatic dis- 
ciples are left in power to celebrate 
him. In a lengthy reminiscence 
released last weekend by the official 
New China News Agency, Canton 
commander Hsu Shik-yu, the 
general who saw the chairman in 
1965, paints a picture of Mao the 
moderate. 

Echoing other recent official ac- 
counts of Mao's life, Hsu focuses on 
those moments when Mao was clean- 
ing up the mess‘created by one or 
another of his socia! and political ex- 
periments. At those times Mao 
assumed a cautious outlook and 
relied most strongly on the advice 
and support of party chiefs who had 
not thought much of his ex- 
periments. 


THIS IS a-clever. selective way to 
use the rich Maoist archive. 

The new Chinese government, 
committed to building a modern 
economy and army, simply has no 
time for Mao's more radical notions 
such as eliminating the privileges of 
the educated elite or factory 
administration over to ordinary 
workers. 

But to Chinese who committed 
themselves to those ents and 


who remember Mao's support for - 


them, the new image of Mao must 
seem a sham. The frequent, 
sometimes tortuous analyses of 
Mao’s thought carried in the official 
press these days indicate that a 
debate of sorts is still going on 


AR 


between Mao admirers who 
emphasize different parts of his 
voluminous writings. While Mao 
remains in high repute, those who 
favour his more radical sayings may 
have a chance of using his words to 
regain power someday. But that day 
seems far off. 


A commentator in the official 
army newspaper recently argued 
that all [deas, even Mao's, have to be 
discarded when they don't work out 
in practice. He admitted that some 
people challenge his view, and ask 
“df practice is put in the first place 
and regarded as the sole criterion for 
testing the truth, then where are you 
putting Mao Tse-tung thought and 
Chairman Mao's utterances?'’ The 
commentator threw another Mao 
quote back at his critics: ‘"The only 
yardstick of the truth {fs the 
revolutionary practice of millions of 
people." 

This is the usual refrain of any 
debater faced with damaging quotes 
from a respected authority. The 
great man’s words must be put in 
context. Thus today's leaders of 
China vehemently attack the Little 
Red Book of Mao thoughts that was 
everywhere In the late 1960s, when 
Mao launched his great Cultural 
Revolution. The little book is blamed 
on former Defence Minister Lin 
Piao, who said: “Every sentence 
Chairman Mao says is truth and 
carries as much weight as ten thou- 
sand ordinary sentences.” Lin died 
in 1971 after an alleged attempt to 
overthrow Mao, so his case is a con- 
venient foil to use against those who 


-quote Mao too much. 


“When Mao's thought “fi splif'and 
fragmented into separate phrases 
and sentences which are not related 
to each other," the official ‘‘People's 
Daily” said last week, “1 is no 
longer science correctly reflecting

TT IS UNCLEAR how far the current 
leadership is prepared to go in using 
Mao against himself. One recent ar- 
ticle praised a play that was once 
seen as supporting Mao's arch-foe.

The ar- 
ticle suggested to some foreign 
analysts that even Liu’s reputation 
— he is rumoured to have died — 
might be restored. 

Qld Mao quotes complimenting 
Liu might be found. But it seems too 
early to go this far in rewriting Mao. 
Peking's leaders appear just to want 
ἃ respite from Mao's myth of in- 
fallibility, and a chance to work out 
their own policies without fighting 
his ghost.

July the text of a 1962 speech in 
which Mao confessed his own errors 
in running the country and spoke out 
for “collective leadership, not ar- 
bitrary decisions by the First 
Secretary alone. ...It often happens 
when I say something, regardless of 
whether it is correct or incorrect, if 
the others don't agree, 1 must accede 
to thelr opinion because they are the 
majority."

‘fact that about 400,000 women won't 


be able to get a man because of the 


- war and its dead.” 


IN 1843 HIMMLER ordered that 
women pregnant by German troops 
were to be seized and racially ex- 
amined by SS doctors. If hoth the 
soldier and the forelgn woman 


received racial certification, the- 


woman was forcibly sent to a 
Lebensborn home to have the child, 
after which the baby was taken away 
and placed in an SS foster home. 

Another shocking aspect of the 
Nazi eugenics scheme involved the 
kidnapping of biologically valuable 
children from Eastern and 
Southeastern Europe and placement 
with SS foster families in Germany. 

As many as 200,000 Polish children 
are believed to have been brought to 
Germany in this way, with their 
backgrounds 80 obscured that only 
30,000 to 40,000 were identified after 
the war. Polish authorities said. 

Lebensborn chiefs tried at 
Nuremberg described the system as 
strictly welfare to care for war 
orphans. The prosecution was un- 
able to link them to kidnappings. 
They were convicted of a lesser 
charge of belonging to a criminal 
organization. 


Swede who saved 25,000 Jews missing since 1945 


Wiesenthal probes mystery of diplomai’s fate

NAZL-HUNTER Simon Wiesenthal 
has appealed to the Swedish Olympic 
Committee to boycott the Moscow 
Olympic Games if the Soviet Union 
refuses to reveal the truth about 
what happened to the Swedish 
diplomat Raoul Wallenberg, who has 
been missing since 1945. 

Wallenberg, who rescued more 
than 25,000 Hungarian Jews from 
Geportation to the gas chambers, 
may stilt be alive, it is thought, in a 
Russian psychiatric prison. 

Raoul Wallenberg, then 31, was 
sent by the neutral Swedish govern- 
ment In June 1944 to Budapest as 
First Secretary at the Embassy 
after the Allies had appealed to 
Sweden to help save the Hungarian 


-Jews. The Nazia had begun the 


systematic deportation of the coun- 
try’s 760,000 Jews In the spring of 
that year and by the time 
Wallenberg arrived there were only 
200,000 left. 

Wallenberg. plucked 4,500 Jews 
from the ghettos and put them in 
housing which he, a banker's son. 
bought up. He and his fellow 
diplomats smuggled thousands of 
Swedish passports to Jews en route 
to the gas chambers, then waited at 
the Hungarian border to demand 
their release. 

In January 1945 the Soviet troops 
reached Budapest. Wallenberg ask- 
ed permission to travel to see 
Marshal Malinowski in Debrecen, to 
request food aupplies for the Jews 
under his protection. He was 
allocated a car and an escort. He 
failed to return. Later information 
suggests that he was arrested by the 
Russians as a suspected spy and, 


like many others, deported to a Rus- - 


sian prison camp. 


ONCE THE MISTAKE was dis- 
covered and a diplomatic incident 
threatened, it is believed, the Soviet 
bureaucracy started to organize a 
cover-up. Twenty official requests 
by the Swedish government for infor- 
mation were ignored, until during 
Nikita Khrushchev's visit to Sweden 
in 1956 he was presented with a 
raillion signatures demanding an 
answer, 


Three monaths later that answer 
was delivered. A man named 
Wallenberg had died of a heart at- 
tack in Lubianka jail in July 15¢7. it 
said. The body had been cremated. 
The Soviet government apologized to 
the family for the delay in informing 
them. 

There it might have rested, had 
not witness after witness emerging 
from Soviet prison camps claimed to 
have contact with Wallenberg. An 
Austrian doctor named Melzer, 
whose release from the Soviet Union 
was engineered by the late Queen 
Elisabeth of Belgium and who 
managed to smuggle his records out 
with him. produced concrete 
evidence that he had examined 
Raoul Wallenberg in the Chalmer-Ju 
labour camp in Siberia in 1948, and 
had talked to him about his case. 

A German, Hendrich Winther von 
Schwab, has testified that during his 
imprisonment in 1952 in an isolation 
camp for political prisoners in 
Vershne-Uralsk, the prisoner in the 
next cell informed him, by knock- 
ing on the wall, that he was a 
Swedish diplomat called Wallenberg 
who had been captured in Budapest 
in 1945. 

An Austrian named Schoggi 
testified that he had shared a cell 
with Wallenberg in the notorious 
Viadimir jail early in 1955, and that 
Wallenberg had appealed to him to 
organize diplomatic pressure for his 
release. Schoggl was warned by the 
Soviet authorities when he was freed 
not to talk about the Swede he had 
met. 

Other witnessea testify to contact 
with Wallenberg in the isolation 
barracks on Wrangel’s Island, a 
place where ‘‘dead" prisoners are 
often sent, and in 1966 and 1967 in

told during a medical conference in 
Moscow by a Russian colleague, 
Prof. Alexander Myasnikov, that 
Wallenberg was in a psychiatric 
prison near Moscow. Yet again, the

In cases where the ‘Indians see 
past wrongs, they are using the law 
to try to right them. They are trying 
to renegotiate more favourable deals 
on many BLA-signed contracts and 
have hed a measure of success. 

McDonald recently led a 
successful fight for renegotiation of 
-bis Arizona tribe's coal iease with El 
‘Paso Natural Gas and Consolidation 
Coal. The lease, signed in the mid- 
1060s, gave the Navajos a royalty of 
18 cents a ton, Included few en- 
vironmental safeguards and did not 
mention who would reclaim lend 
destroyed by strip-mining.

THE MEASURING 
OF MOTHERHOOD

1S MOTHERHOOD a liquid, that you 
can measure ἐπ Htres? Is it s correct 
state of mind, that you can chart on 
instruments or have correctly 
assessed by a shrink? Is it ‘*normat" 
to worry 6.5 times a day, but 
dangerously callous to worry three 
times, pathological to worry 10 
times? 

Silly questions, of course. But it 
looks as if they aré going to he asked. 
There 15 a case under debate in Bri- 
tain at the moment of a family in 
Bolton, Lancashire, who have had 
their 13-month-old baby taker “into 
care” because they are too concern- 
ed with its health. Everytime it 
coughs or vomits, they race it off to 
hospital and it has now been taken 
there 23 times. 

Now the authorities think it’s all 
too much: the child's in a residential 
nursery; and the parents are appea)- 
ing to get the baby back. 


ON THE FACE of it, ἢ seems a trifle 
add to try to correct the condition of 
a child that sees too little of its 
parents (because it's in hospital) by 
putting it where it will see even less 
of them {because it's in a nursery). 
And if it is true, as the parents say. 
that the hospital never told them 
they were overdoing it, then it's ab- 
surd that the authorities should have 
taken such a drastic way of bringing 
the parents to their senses. :

Kibbutz leads in waste water 
purification efforts 


By MACABEE DEAN 
Jerusaiom Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV, — Of the ILgm. invested 
in setting up the Suron precision 
photochemical plant in kibbutz 
Ma'agan Michael, ILim. went for 
erecting a ‘‘waste water purification 
system." "We are not like many 
other industrial plants in the coun- 
try. We do not want to turn our coun- 
tryside into an industrial garbage 
dump,”” says Dov Gal, director- 
general of the Suron plant. 

The system breaks down the waste 
products into a non-soluble sludge, 
composed of metal parts, acids and 
other chemicals. This sludge is at 
present used to form part of a road- 
bed. but it Is hoped to recycle it at a 
future date to extract all valuable 
elements from it. It also yields water 
which is so clean that it is pumped 
into the fish ponds. 

Founded some 18 months ago, the 
plant obtained American know-how 
to produce its highly sophisticated 
components for the electronic, 
micro-electronic, fine mechanics 
and other industries, both here and 
abroad. The plant employs 16 per- 
sons, Three of these were trained in 
the U.S. and returned home to help 
train the 13 others. 

The plant is divided into four 
wopartments ἤρατε ἢ 
photographic, production and quali- 
ty control. Its products meet the 
most rigid specifications, and of the 
output of IL4,5m. expected this year, 
Some $90,000 worth is being exported 
to the U.S.

Some IL3m. will be invested in ex- 
panding production during the next 
two to three years, and the number 
of workers — all kibbutz membera — 
will rise to 25. 

“Qur kibbutz was founded in 1942, 
but moved to its present site in 1949," 
Gal notes. About 1,100 persons live at 
the kibbutz. Of these, 500 are adult 
members (including 250 who were 
born at the kibbutz), the rest are 
children, parents of members, and 
students at the kibbutz ulpan. Some 
60 graduates of this ulpan elected to 
stay on at the kibbutz and became 
members. 

Suron is the second industrial 
plant at Ma’agan Michael. The first, 
Plasson, makes a variety of plastic 
items for industry and has been in 
existence for a long time. About half 
of its production, $5m. worth, was 
exported in 1977. 

Plasson employs’ 80-100 persons, 
leaving only 60-70 to work in the third 
main field, agriculture. Thus most of 
the kibbutz workers are employed in 
industry, not agriculture.

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Vision of peace 
IT IS A GREAT DAY for Israel. Peace, which has eluded the 
people of this country for more than three decades, is no longer 
a distant goal, to he approached gingerly, step-by-step: it is 
almost around the corner. This is the effect of the double agree- 
ment reached by Premier Begin and President Sadat, with th 
active assistance of President Carter. ‘ 

The accords have confounded even the most inveterate op- 
timists. For there was good reason to expect, if not the worst, ἃ 
somewhat meagre result from the Maryland summit: some in- 
genious formula, perhaps, that would paper over the 
differences, and make possibie the launching of another round 
of diplomatic talks, Not much more. 

The little that has already become known about the Camp 
David discussions does in fact suggest that they were riddled 
with tensions and even crises. They were, after ail, stretched to 
nearly double the anticipated length, and they failed to bring 
Mr. Begin and Mr. Sadat together alone even once. - 

Set against the -backdrop of the well-remembered 
camaraderie shown by the two leaders in Jerusalem, last 
November, this seemed to augur something less than a 
oreakthrough. 

Yet a breakthrough is precisely what took place at Camp 
David. How much of this was due to the U.S. President’s “‘in- 
put" is highly intriguing, ultimately even important, to dis- 
cover, Sut what matters for the moment is that both the Egyp- 
tian President and the Israeli Premier made startlingly far- 


reaching concessions to each other to reach an accord. 

Despite repeated protestations that he would not do so, Mr. 
Sadat in effect concluded a separate pact between Egypt and 
Israel, covering the establishment of peaceful relations and a 
complete withdrawal from Sinai. He also gave his assent to 2 
"framework" of principles for an arrangement with Jordan and 
the Palestinians, which these parties are now invited to flesh out 
innegotiations, 

These principles do not include the standard Egyptian de- 
mand for an Israeli undertaking to pull back all the way to the 
1949 armistice lines, nor to have a Palestinian state set up in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

True, on severa] occasions during the past few months the 
Egyptian position appeared to be sufficiently flexible to ac- 
commodate such a new formulation. But this was never made bin- 
dingly official. No wonder that the news from Camp David was 
initially grossly misreported by the Cairo press. — 

As for Mr. Begin, he has now agreed that withdrawal from 
Sinai will be complete, embracing the dismantlement of two 
vitally important military airfields across tke international 
frontier, and of the Jewish settlements in the Rafiah area. 
~ Contrary to every prior indication, he has also cunsented to 
demilitarization of areas on both sides of the southern border, 
and to the stationing of UN troops 85 a buffer, and in Sharm e- 
Sheikh. 

More significantly, Premier Begin has accepted the 
American version of his own autonomy scheme. This makes 
autonomy into a transitional project for the Implementation of 
such Palestinian rights as are compatible with Israel's security. 
While Israel will hold Limited military sway over the territories 
of the West Bank and Gaza, it will not be responsible for the 
maintenance of public order in them. 

The final status of the territories is to be decided within five 
years, and the text suggests, that the only solution practically 
available is a confederation with Israel and Jordan — or re- 
partition, through a modification of the 1949 borders. There 
appears to be ambiguity, however, with regard to new 
settlements across the ‘green line."" Mr. Begiti suid there will 
be a freeze for three months, the period of negotiations with 
Egypt. Secretary of State Vance last night said the feeeze would 
apply for the duration of the ‘peace process." 

It is hardly necessary to dredge up statements, both old and 
recent, by Mr, Begin, to appreciate the revolutionary nature, to 
him, of these concessions. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Begin will have overwhelming pop- 
ular support for his peace accords, and while he must he 
prepared for a storm among the “rejectionist’” elements within 
his own camp, he should be able to weather it easily. 

Mr. Sadat, despite some resignations among his entourage, 
can also look to solid backing at home. 

The biggest threat to the peace accords, however, may come 
from wilful construction, building not on plain meaning but on 
occasional loophole. This is the surest way to blow the accords 
to smithereens. It must be avoided at ail cost. 

An historic start has just been made, not towards peace but in 
peace. It should be continued, steadily and relentlessly.

The Framework 
of Peace in the 


Middle East 


Mohammed Anwar al-Sadat, 
President of the Arab Republic of 
Egypt, and Menahem Begin, Prime 
Minister of Israel, met with Jimmy 
Carter, President of the United 
States of America at Camp David 
from Sept. 5 to Sept. 17, 1978, and 
have agreed on the following 
framework for: peace in the Middle 
East. They invite other parties to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict to adhere to it: 


PREAMBLE: 
The search for peace 


in the Middle 

East must be guided by the 
following: 

The basis for a peaceful 


settlement of the conflict between 
Israel and its neighbours is U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 242 in all 
its parts. ᾿ 

After four wars during 30 years, 
despite intensive humane efforts, the 
Middle East. which is the cradle of 
eivilization and the birthplace of 
three great religions, does not yet 
enjoy the biessings of peace. The 
people of the Middle East yearn for 
peace, so that the vast human and 
natural resources of the region can 
be turned to the pursuits of peace 
and so that this area can become a 
model for coexistence and coopera- 
tion among nations. 

The historic initiative by President 
Sadat in visiting Jerusalem and the 
reception accorded to fim by the 
parliament, government and people 
of Israel, and the reciprocal visit of 
Prime Minister Begin to Ismailia, 
the peace proposals made by both 
leaders, as well as the warm recep- 
tion of these missions by the peoples 
of both countries, have created an 
unprecedented opportunity for peace 
which must not be lost if this genera- 
tion and future generations are to be 
spared the tragedies of war. 

The provisions of the Charter of 
the United Nations and the other 
accepted norms of international law 
and legitimacy now provide 
accepted standards for the conduct 
of relations between all states. 

To achieve a relationship of peace, 
in the spirit of Article 2 of the U.N. 
Charter. future ations between 
Israel and any neighbour prepared 
to negotiate peace and security with 
it, are necessary for the purpose of 
carrying out all the provisions and 
principles of Resolutions 242 and 338. 

Peace requires respect for the 
sovereignty, territorial integrity and 
political independence of every state 
in the area and their right to live in 
peace within secure and recognized’ 
boundaries free from threats or acts 
of force. toward that goal 
can accelerate movement toward a 
new era of reconciliation in the Mid- 
die East marked by cooperation in 
promoting economic development, 
in maintaining stability and in assur- 
ing security. 5

enjoy normal relations. In addition, 
under the terms of peace treaties, 
the parties can, on the basis of 
reciprocity, agree to special security 
arrangements such as demilitarized 
zones, limited armaments areas, .
